In the St. Louis Post-Dispatch of June 10, 
1966 Staff Writer Donald Grant announced 
that a citizens’ committee on CommUNist 
China, to be known as the National Commit- 
tee on United States-China Relations, is being 
formed to explore the possibility of bringing 
representatives of commUNist China to the 
United Nations. Included among the founders 
are Arthur Goldberg, Ambassador to the 
United Nations; David Rockefeller, Chase- 
Manhattan Bank; Robert Scalapino, Univer- 
sity of California; Doak Bennett, Columbia 
University; Benjamin Buttenweiser, Kuhn 
Loeb and Company, Bankers; Jack Gom- 
perts, former President, World Trade Associ- 
ation; David Hunter, National Council of 
Churches; Carl Stover, National Institute of 
Public Affairs; Eustace Seligman, former law 
partner of the late Secretary of State, John 
Dulles; and Cecil Thomas, American Friends 
Service Committee. 

This group will be an extension of a pub- 
lishing venture announced earlier this year 
by the infamous Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. A whole series of studies on China is 
to be financed by the Ford Foundation. 

Mme. Chiang Kai-shek, wife of the head 
of the Nationalist Chinese government on 
Formosa, is making strenuous efforts to 
counter the movement.

broad, popular basis rather than to encour- 
age new-research. The efforts of both the 
Council on Foreign Relations and the new 
group, however, are viewed by diplomats 
here as part of a movement by the Council 
to improve relations with CommUNist China 
and propagandize the American public to 
greater acceptance of one-worldism though it 
be of CommUNist hue. 

The Council believes that by having Com- 
mUNist China in the United Nations, it will 
expedite the plan to establish a world gov- 
ernment and that thereby the terrible con- 
flict in Viet Nam will be terminated. 

As to CommUNist China being a puzzle, 
the great riddle of CommUNism is nowhere 
more encased in mystery and deceit than in 
the ancient kingdom of mainland China. 
Regardless of how often one reads history 
of this modern descendant of an aged cul- 
ture, there remains a vast total of unknown 
quantities. Even when China was free and 
had regular interchange with most of the 
world, the inscrutable face of China was 
seldom lighted by universal awareness, 

Steeped in the traditions of their own spir- 
itual gods, ruled by war lords and provincial 
kings, and accustomed to the labors of sheer 
brawn, this celestial country entered the 
20th Century as a potential giant, but rarely 
a competitor in world trade and industry. 
Coolies continued to provide the majority 
of work energy, and political leaders contin- 
ued to use force and public ignorance as tools 
to increase their power. 

CommUNism was springing up all over 
the earth, and found a ready human climate

in the Orient. The Marxian and Fabian So- 
cialists took heart in the fact that men like 
Mao Tse-tung were gathering up stragglers 
from all over China. Exploring the mystery 
of modern CommUNist China is a major un- 
dertaking and the National Committee on 
United States-China Relations will be of no 
avail. : 
During the last war, while China was a 
free republic, she was a valiant ally of the 
Western world in defense of Japanese ag- 
gression. Simultaneously her home - grown 
CommUNist enemies were responding to the 
underground coaching of the Soviet govern- 
ment. Even while the United States, Russja 
and China were allied in a common cause, 
the Marxists were exporting revolution io 
the Far East. Russia’s -own expansionist 
plans ran in that direction. Indeed, her 
expansionist plans still circle the globe. 
Even though there was a mighty conflict, 
Chiang Kai-shek was able to restrain the 
CommUNists and hold them at bay. But at 
the war’s termination, a series of covenanis 
and treaties brought an end to free China’s 
near immunity to internal revolt. Com- 
mUNism exploited_the traditional pattern cf 
the agriculturist and his land. They organized 


ragged bands of rural and urban coolies; 


they terrorized the countryside, isolating the 
large cities until, ultimately, Mao Tse-tunz 
was able to overthrow the existing govern- 
ment and force its leadership to flee to For- 
mosa, but primarily because General Mar- 
shall, by a stroke of his pen had disarmed 
twenty-nine of Chiang Kai-shek’s divisions. 
There, on Formosa, Chiang Kai-shek still pre- 
vails and directs the Republic of China with
